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SPECIAL    WEATHER    SUMMARY 


Two  periods  of  unusual  weather  occurred  during 
the  month.  The  first  was  the  record-breaking 
precipitation  which  occurred  on  the  5th  and  6th 
of  the  month.  This  storm  was  centered  in  the 
northeastern  section  of  the  State  and  resulted 
in  new  24- hour  precipitation  records  at  Elko  1.85, 
Emigrant  Pass  1.90,  Jiggs  1.62,  Mountain 
City  1.98,  and  Owyhee  2.26  inches.  In  addition, 
several  stations  reported  the  greatest  24-hour 
precipitation  for  the  month. 

The  second  event  was  the  killing  frost  which 
occurred  on  the  29th  and  30th  of  the  month.    The 


penetration  of  the  subfreezing  conditions  was 
limited  to  the  northern  portion  of  the  State,  but 
42  of  the  reporting  stations  in  this  area  recorded 
minimums  of  32°  or  below,  and  five  stations 
dropped  to  20°  or  less.  This  is  an  extremely  rare 
occurrence  in  the  middle  of  the  summer.  Among 
the  stations  which  established  new  records  for 
the  coldest  so  late  in  the  season  were  Carson 
City,  Currie  Highway  Station,  Gibbs  Ranch,  Ely, 
Jiggs,  and  Ruth,  Nevada.  The  record-breaking 
low  temperatures  resulted  in  many  thousands 
of  dollars  damage  to  hay,  spring  grain,  and 
vegetable  crops.

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Additional  information  regarding  the  climate  of  Nevada  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the  Environmental  Science  Services  Administration  State  Climatologist, 
Department  of  Soils  and  Meteorology,  Utah  State  University,  Logan,  Utah  84321,  or  to  any  Weather  Bureau  Office  near  you.  Additional  precipitation  data  are 
contained  in  "HOURLY  PRECIPITATION  DATA  NEVADA"  and  "Storage-Gage  Precipitation  Data  for  Western  United  States". 

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  "F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  4:00  a.m.,  P.S.T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  Wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table .   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record. 

SNOWFALL:   Entries  of  snowfall  in  the  "Climatological  Data"  table,  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  and  in  the  "Seasonal  Snowfall"  table,  include 
snow  and  sleet.   Entries  of  snow  on  ground  include  snow,  sleet,  and  ice. 

NORMALS  for  all  stations  are  climatological  standard  normals  based  on  the  period  1931-1960. 

DIVISIONS,  as  used  in  this  publication,  became  effective  with  data  for  January  1957. 

STATION  NAMES:   Figures  and  letters  following  the  station  name,  such  as  12  SSW,  indicate  distance  in  miles  and  direction  from  the  post  office. 

SEASONAL  TABLES:   Monthly  and  seasonal  snowfall  and  heating  degree  days  for  the  12  months  ending  with  the  preceding  June  data  will  be  carried  in  the  July 
issue  of  this  bulletin. 

DELAYED  DATA  AND  CORRECTIONS  will  be  carried  only  in  the  June  and  December  issues  of  this  bulletin. 

INTERPOLATED  VALUES  for  monthly  precipitation  totals  may  be  found  in  the  annual  issue  of  this  publication.

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SPECIAL     WEATHER    SUMMARY 


August  1Q68  was  not  as  severe  in  Nevada  as  it 
was  in  some  of  the  neighboring  states,  but  it 
was  among  the  colder  ones  in  the  history  of  the 
State.  Austin,  Lahontan  Dam,  Lomoille  PH, 
McGill,  Mina,  Minden,  and  Wells  all  recorded 
the  coldest  August  in  the  past  33  years,  and  for 
some  the  coldest  of  record.  The  precipita- 
tion   was    not    unusually    heavy    except    in   the 


northeastern  section  of  the  State  where  both 
Lamoille  PH  and  Owyhee  established  new  re- 
cords for  the  month.  Another  significant  factor 
in  the  months  weather  was  the  cold  outbreak  on 
the  22d  and  23d  of  the  month  which  produced 
snow  in  the  northern  and  central  mountains  and 
subfreezing  temperatures  in  many  of  the  valleys 
to  make  it  one  of  the  earliest  frosts  in  history.

DIMENSIONAL  UNITS:   Unless  otherwise  indicated,  dimensional  units  used  in  this  bulletin  are:   Temperature  in  °F,  precipitation  and  evaporation  in  inches  and 
wind  movement  in  miles.   Monthly  degree  day  totals  are  the  sums  of  the  negative  departures  of  average  daily  temperatures  from  65°F.   In  "Supplemental  Data" 
table  directions  entered  in  figures  are  tens  of  degrees.   Resultant  wind  is  the  vector  sum  of  wind  directions  and  speeds  divided  by  the  number  of  observations. 

OBSERVATION  TIME:   The  Station  Index  shows  observation  times  in  local  standard  time.   During  the  summer  months  some  observers  take  the  observations  on  daylight 
saving  time.   Snow  on  ground  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  is  at  observation  time  for  all  except  Weather  Bureau  and  FAA  stations.   For  these 
stations  snow  on  ground  values  are  at  4:00  a.m.,  P.S.T.   Data  in  the  "Extremes"  table,  "Daily  Precipitation"  table,  "Daily  Temperature"  table,  "Evaporation 
and  wind"  table,  and  snowfall  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table,  when  published,  are  for  the  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

EVAPORATION  is  measured  in  the  standard  Weather  Bureau  type  pan  of  4-foot  diameter  unless  otherwise  shown  by  footnote  following  the  "Evaporation  and  Wind" 
table.   Max  and  Min  in  "Evaporation  and  Wind"  table  refer  to  extremes  of  temperature  of  water  in  pan  as  recorded  during  24  hours  ending  at  time  of  observation. 

WATER  EQUIVALENT  values  published  in  the  "Snowfall  and  Snow  on  Ground"  table  are  the  water  equivalent  of  snow,  sleet,  or  ice  on  the  ground.   Samples  for 
obtaining  measurements  are  taken  from  different  points  for  successive  observations;  consequently,  occasional  drifting  and  other  causes  of  local  variability 
in  the  snowpack  may  result  in  apparent  inconsistencies  in  the  record.

Snow  accumulation  on  the  eastern  slopes  of  the 
Sierras  are  reaching  the  record  amount  set 
in  the  1951-1952  winter.

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SPECIAL    WEATHER    SUMMARY 


May  1969  was  the  third  consecutive  month  with 
below  normal  precipitation  since  the  wet  months 
of  January  and  February.  Top  moisture  supply 
varied  from  very  short  in  the  Northwestern, 
Northeastern,  and  East  Central  areas  to  adequate 
elsewhere.  Temperature  was  above  normal  over 
the  entire  State.  At  Ely,  the  month  was  the 
warmest  May  since  observations  began  in  1939. 


This  was  the  third  warmest  May  at  Pioche  in 
30  years  of  record.  Rapid  melt  of  the  mountain 
snowpack  produced  minor  flooding  on  the  Carson 
River  on  the  28th. 

Two  funnel  clouds  were  verified  in  May:  one 
on  the  11th  at  Ely  and  another  on  the  12th 
at  Reno.

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After  3  consecutive  below  normal  precipitation 
months,  June  1969  ended  as  a  wet  month  and 
records  were  established  at  a  few  stations.  Pre- 
cipitation fell  primarily  from  recurring  thunder- 
showers.  Snow  was  also  reported  in  the  higher 
elevation  during  the  second  week.  In  many  areas, 
moisture  was  welcomed  for  pastures  and  range- 
lands,  but  it  was  untimely  for  hay  harvest.  Some 
hay  loss  resulted  from  the  wet,  and  at  times, 
windy  conditions.  Even  though  the  month  ended 
with  slightly  below  normal  temperatures,  the 
first  week  of  the  month  averaged  5°  to  7°  above 
normal.  This  was  followed  by  3  weeks  of  below 
normal  temperatures;  the  last  week  was  3°  to 
12°  below  normal,  the  coolest  area  being  in 
the  north. 

Thunderstorms  brought  locally  damaging  wind. 
In  Reno,  60  m.  p.  h.  wind  was  recorded  at  the 
airport  on  the  4th.  The  high  wind  was  partially 
responsible  for  a  man  listed  as  missing  from  a 
fishing  boat  in  Pyramid  Lake. 


A  funnel  cloud  was  reported  20  miles  south  of 
Battle  Mountain  on  the  13th.

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HOT  and  dry  describes  the  weather  which  per- 
sisted throughout  most  of  Nevada  in  August  1969. 
Local  ranges  are  showing  signs  of  moisture 
deficiency.  Some  stations,  however,  reported 
moderate  precipitation  amounts  from  thunder- 
storms, which  produced  some  local  flash  floods. 
These  sites  were  confined  to  the  south-central 
and  east-central  areas.  The  Northwestern  Divi- 
sion was  dry,  with  only  a  trace  amount  reported 
for  most  locations. 


The  hot  weather  produced  some  new  records. 
These  included  a  monthly  mean  of  92.2°  at  Las 
Vegas,  which  was  the  hottest  August  since  re- 
cords began  in  1937.  Ely  measured  69.6°, 
highest  monthly  mean  on  record  since  1939.  The 
103°  at  Reno  on  the  9th  was  a  new  August 
maximum  since  1936,  when  records  were  kept 
for  the  airport.

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October  monthly  average  temperature  for  many 
sites  was  one  of  the  coolest  on  record  and  the 
coldest  since  1946.  Daily  readings  were  well 
below  normal  until  the  last  week  in  the  month 
when  above  normal  temperatures  were  recorded. 
Some  notable  mean  temperatures  include  42.6° 
at  Winnemucca,  coldest  October  since  records 
were  initiated  in  1877;  41.1°  at  Elko,  coldest 
since  40.8°  was  recorded  in  1946  and  second 
coldest  October  since  1909.     For  Reno,  October 


was  the  coldest  since  records  were  started  at 
the  airport  in  1936.  At  Ely  and  Las  Vegas, 
the  month  was  the  second  coldest  October  in 
its  history.  For  many  locations,  October  also 
terminated  one  of  the  longest  growing  seasons  on 
record.  Reno,  for  example,  had  152  days  of 
minimum  temperature  greater  than  32°,  break- 
ing the  old  record  of  150  days  established  in 
1956.  Elko  had  a  growing  season  of  151  days, 
breaking  the  old  record  of  137  days.
